Callup  Grabs  Pleasant  Grove  Unit 


A callup  of  24,500  reservists,  including 
X)Ut  35  BYU  students,  was  announced 
St  week  by  Defense  Secretary  Clark  M. 
lifford. 

Some  10,000  of  the  men  will  be  sent  to 
Mth  Vietnam,  bringing  the  total  of 
merican  troops  serving  there  to  549.500. 

According  to  the  Deseret  News,  Clifford 
ud  the  Army  is  caling  about  20,000  men 
76  National  Guard  and  Army  Reserve 
lits.  The  Navy  is  calling  up  approxi- 
^ly  1,000  men  in  two  units. 

The  Air  Force  is  calling  about  3.500 
>en  in  the  10  Air  National  Guard  and 
ir  Force  reserve  units.  About  a third 
these  will  be  sent  to  Southeast  Asia 
ider  current  plans. 


Among  the  Army  units  activated  is  the 
Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Co.  of  the 
259th  Quartermaster  Battalion  from  Pleas- 
ant Grove,  accorxling  to  Sen.  Frank  E. 
Moss,  D-Utah. 

The  unit  includes  about  70  enlisted  men 
and  15  officers.  Approximately  half  the 
enlisted  men  are  enrolled  at  BYU.  said 
Maj.  Lyndall  J.  Hoff,  unit  executive  of- 
ficer and  staff  administrative  assistant. 

Lt.  Col.  C.  E.  Bitter  of  Orem.  Comman- 
der of  the  Pleasant  Grove  unit,  said  the 
reservists  will  report  May  13  to  Ft.  Leon- 
ard Wood.  Mo.,  for  mobilization. 

Sen.  Moss  said  no  other  Utah  units 
were  called  up. 


Col.  Bitter  said  his  unit  was  redesig- 
nated in  February.  It  was  formerly  an 
infantry  outfit  and  is  now  a quartermaster 
battalion. 

“Therefore,  I would  think  that  our  ac- 
tive duty  assignment  would  have  to  be  a 
training  mission,  because  we  are  just  get- 
ting into  this  thing.”  he  said. 

An  entire  National  Guard  battalion  re- 
ceived the  call  in  Idaho— the  116th  Engi- 
neer (Combat)  Battalion,  Headquarters 
and  Headquarters  Co.,  Co.  A,  Rigby;  Co. 
B.  Rexburg  and  Driggs:  Co.  C,  St.  Anth- 
ony; and  Co.  D,  Grangeville  and  Orofino. 

Members  of  the  battalion  will  report  to 
Ft.  Lewis.  Wash.,  on  May  13. 

Col.  Bitter,  who  will  leave  his  invest- 


ment business  to  go  on  active  duty,  said 
the  members  of  his  unit  are  strung 
throughout  Utah  County,  but  that  most 
live  in  Provo,  Orem  and  Pleasant  Grove. 

“You  expect  these  things  in  a way.  but 
when  they  come  they’re  a real  surprise,” 
the  colonel  said.  “It’s  kind  of  a shock.” 

“This  is  what  we're  here  for,”  Maj. 
Hoff  said.  “It’s  a shock  because  we  are 
so  newly  realigned,  but  we  will  go  and  do 
the  best  we  can.” 

Defense  Sec.  Clifford  said  the  length 
of  service  for  all  of  these  reservists  will 
not  exceed  24  months.  He  said  notifica- 
tions were  already  being  sent  to-  all  units 
involved.

13,000  troops  to  Asia  of  his  intended  35,000. 

April  11,  Defense  Secretary  Clark  M. 
Clifford  announced  an  immediate  mobiliza- 
tion of  24,550  reservists  in  34  states. 

Of  these  10.000  will  go  to  Vietnam. 

So  instead  of  sending  only  13,000  troops 
to  Vietnam,  23,000  of  his  intended  35,000 
will  go.  One  wonders  how  long  it  wall  be 
until  this  last  figure  will  be  suipassed. 

The  mystery  was  further  clouded  when 
this  same  Secretary  of  Defense  stated  our 
new  policy  in  Vietnam  will  be  to  shift  the 
responsibility  of  the  fighting  more  and 
more  to  the  shoulders  of  the  South  Viet- 
namese. 

If  the  U.S.  and  Saigon  regime  are  to 
take  seriously  such  declarations  as  those 
put  forth  by  Johnson  and  Clark,  then  sub- 
sequent action  will  have  to  follow.

Hurdler  Ralph  Mann,  distance 
runner  Bob  Richards,  and  versatile 
sprinter  Jim  Blaisdell  led  the  Cou- 
gar point  parade. 

Mann  earned  10  points  as  he 
captured  firsts  in  ^e  120  yard 
hurdles  and  the  440  yard  intermedi- 
ate hurdles.  His  times  were  14.2 
and  51.6  respectively. 

Richards  earned  eight  more 
points  for  the  Cougars  as  he  won 


the  mile  (4:14.5)  and  placed  second 
to  teammate  Mike  Stone  in  the  two- 
mile.
